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In regard to Petition for Rulemaking RM-8626, submitted by Fredrick O. 
Maia, W5YI, we wish to state our opposition to the petition. 


The tradition of seif-training, education and goodwill have been part of the 
Amateur Service since its inception. Amateurs must remain cognizant of the 
rules and regulations. The Commissions rules make very clear the content of 
one-way transmissions and under what circumstances they may take place. 


Study materials are available from various sources, one of the best being 
the one-way transmissions from the American Radio Relay League club station 
WiIAW. These transmissions have a wide U.S. audience as well as 
international. Morse code is and should remain an integral part of amateur 
radio. The code practice sessions from WIAW promote code proficiency 
internationally and are beneficial to the whole amateur service. These 
transmissions serve to keep American amateurs apprised of current rules, 


changes and inspire cooperation among nations. 


Mr. Maia's proposal to eliminate these transmissions will deny what has been 
freely available to anyone with even simple receivers. Large amounts of 
money would be needed to acquire computer equipment and software from 
commercial sources. Mr. Maia's interests seem to be of a financial nature 
and would damage the Amateur Radio Service as a whole. 


The Communications Act of 1934, notes the dissemination of information for 
amateurs should be on a noncommercial basis. Having to rely on information 
only from a commercial source goes against the purpose of amateur radio. 


The Dayton Amateur Radio Association urges you to reject RM-8626 when 
official action is required. 
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
